The  West  Virginia  University  Medical  School  Class  of  1994  is  proud  to  dedicate 
this  Pylon  to  a  physician  who  exemplifies  the  best  qualities  of  those  who  practice  the  art  of 
medicine: 

Herbert  E.  Warden,  M.D. 

Dr.  Warden  received  his  undergraduate  degree  from  Washington  And  Jefferson 
College  in  1942.  He  then  pursued  his  medical  education  at  the  University  of  Chicago, 
graduating  in  1946.  His  career  path  was  interrupted  by  a  lour  of  duty  in  the  U.  S.  Navy, 
serving  as  a  medical  officer  at  the  Mare  Island  Naval  Hospital  in  California  during  World 
War  II.  His  surgical  training  was  undertaken  at  the  University  of  Minnesota  in  1951.  It  was 
there  that  he  was  part  of  the  four  man  team  to  successfully  perform  the  first  open  heart 
surgery  using  the  revolutionary  concept  of  cross  circulation  in  1955.  In  1960,  shortly  after 
West  Virginia  University  established  a  four  year  medical  school,  Dr.  Warden  joined  Dr. 
Bernard  Zimmerman,  the  newly  appointed  chairman  of  the  Department  of  Surgery,  to 
establish  the  first  cardiovascular  thoracic  surgery  program  in  the  state.  He  diligently  served 
as  head  of  this  section  for  the  next  twenty-two  years  and  continues  to  contribute  today  as  a 
surgeon,  professor  and  mentor. 

Dr.  Warden  has  received  numerous  honors  and  awards.  These  include  Alpha 
Omega  Alpha,  Sigma  XI,  the  Albert  Lasker  Award  for  Medical  Research  for  "  Pioneering 
Research  in  Open  Heart  Surgery  "  presented  to  him  by  President  Eisenhower  in  1955,  the 
American  Medical  Association's  Hektoen  Gold  Medal  Award  and  Citations  of  merit  in 
both  1955  and  1958,  the  J.  Maxwell  Chamberlin  Award  in  1985  from  the  Society  of 
Thoracic  Surgeons,  of  which  he  is  a  founding  member  and  multiple  other  region  and 
national  awards. 

However,  Dr.  Warden's  career  can  not  be  characterized  by  honors  and  awards 
alone.  He  is  a  humanist,  respectful  and  sensitive  in  the  manor  in  which  he  interacts  with  his 
patients  and  their  families.  He  is  an  educator,  calm  and  supportive  of  those  under  his 
instruction.  He  is  a  clinician,  deliberate  and  confident  in  his  diagnosis.  He  is  a  surgeon, 
meticulous  in  the  performance  of  his  craft. 

I  have  been  fortunate  to  know  him  not  only  as  the  compassionate,  tireless  surgeon 
and  instructor  but  also  as  a  loving  husband  to  his  wife,  Audrey  and  a  caring  father  to  his 
children,  Karen,  Douglas,  Suzanne  and  I.  We  are  truly  proud  of  his  accomplishments  both 
in  and  out  of  the  operating  room. 

It  is  therefore  with  great  pride  and  respect  that  we  dedicate  this  pylon  to  him.
